Fontana’s pror2sed $94,000 Na- 
tional Guard armory has been 
given the ax by an assembly- 
senate committee. Trying to 
work out an agreement on the 
tillion dollar slate budget, the 
group has knocked out $4,000,000 


worth of armories, including the} 


Fontana project and a $121,000 
Riverside armorv. 

The committee also took a 
swipe at the Centennial commis- 
sion fund. 

Its report—yet to be acted up- 
on—also proposed to restrict the 
work of the Governor’s commis- 
sion on organized crime.

WASHINGTON (¥)—President 
Truman today denounced the real 


; estate lobby as a “little group of 


ruthless men” who are putting 
out “propaganda” against public 


housing and slum clearance legis- | 


lation. 

The president sent to House 
Speaker Rayburn a 4,000 word 
plea for passage of the legislation 
as a step which will “greatly pro- 
mote the general welfare.” 


He said that when house mem- | 


bers vote on this legislation next 


week “they should be aware of | 


the false and misleading nature” 
of propaganda against it. 
Shocked by propaganda 


Mr. Truman said he has been | 
shocked in recent days at the “ex- | 


traordinary propaganda campaign 
that has been unleased against the 
bill by the real estate lobby.” 

“I do not recall ever having 
witnessed,"’ he added, “a more de- 
liberate campaign of misrepresen- 
tation and distortion against legis- 
lation of such crucial importance 
to the public welfare.” 

The fact is, Mr. Truman de- 


clared, that the legislation would | 


be “of real benefit to those real 


estate interests that now oppose | 


its enactment.” 
Most are honorable 

“To strengthen the whole fab- 
ric of our American society is to 
strengthen all its several parts.” 

The president said most people 
engaged in the real estate busi- 
ness and the home building in- 
dustry are decent, respectable, 
honorable citizens.

do, maybe younger, and certain- 
ly less bulgy. It's a kind of shock 
to recall that he came up at the 
age of 16 in 1915 and that he 
played for the Giants, Red Sox 
and Yankees until 1938. Nearly 
23 years for a skinny pitcher is 
a long time, even for a boy won- 
der which is what they called Mr. 
Hoyt in the inspired sporting 
press, 

Mr. Hoyt now broadcasts the 
games of the Cincinnati Reds for 
a beer firm and is in close touch 
with baseball, He winces when 
occasionally, as happened not 
long age, five pitchers were em- 
ployed to pitch to five batters in 
the same inning. He winces when 
lineups are constantly shuffled to 
permit left-handed batters to hit 
against right-handed pitchers and 
the other way around. 


“We breed weaklings,”’ Mr. Hoyt 
says.
